Fire officials said indications were 
against sabotage. “Our experts have 
determined that there was initially 
only one focal point to the fire, 
which would seem to halt the sup- 
tion that it was intentionally 
set,” one official said. 

Mayor Miguel Volasuonno, who 
wag at the scene, declined to specu- 
late on what the investigators 
wouldfind. But he has been critical 
of flammable plastics used in fin- 
ishing the new structure and of a 
lack of some safety features. There 
are no fire escapes in the building 
and no helicopter pads.

Syrian President Assad 


Jerusalem Post Arab Afuirs Reporter 

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
yesterday few into Riyadh for talks 
with Saudi Arab‘an King Faisal 
amid signs of an American inten- 
sified effort to help achieve a disen- 
gazement of forces between Syria 
and Israel and also an end to the 
Arab oil embargo on the West. 

Assad was scheduled to visit Ku- 
wait at the end of his talks with 
Faisal. 

The Syrian leader’s visit to the 
o-rich states which have been 
providing Damascus with generous 
financial aid, coincided with Syria's 
Plans to delegate three ranking dip- 
lomats to be stationed in Washing- 
ton. The diplomats will be func- 
tioning at a Syrian section in the 
Pakistani embassy which has been 
handling Damascus interests since 
it broke off relations with the U.S.- 
din 1961, 

The projected dispatch of Syrian 
diplomats was said to have heen 
taken following U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s recent visit 
to Damascus, which culminated in 
agreement on the exchange of dip- 
Jomatic representatives. Five Amer_ 
ican diplomats were reported to 
have already arrived in Damascus

The Cairo press said that Dr, 
Kissinger has communicated “cer- 
ta'n ideas” on an Israc‘i-Syrian dis- 
engagement to beth Cairs and Da- 
Mmascus, These ideas were believed 
to have been the focus of intensive 
meetings Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy has been conducting 
with U.S. ambassador Hermann 
Eilts. The two also met yesterday. 

A leading Egyptian commentator, 
Ihsan Abdul-Koddous of the mass- 
circulation “Alchbar el-Yom," yester- 
gay suggested that Syria should 
release the Israeli PoWs list and 
-Permit the ‘Red Cross to visit them 
to help achieve a disengagement 
with . Israel. 


France, Russia, Egypt 
push Syria on PoWs

France, the Soviet Union, and 

Egypt — as well as the U.S. — 
are urging Syria to remove the 
PoW obstacle and open the way 
to disengagement talks, 
Minister Abba Eban revealed in an 
interview on . He told Weat 
German television that he expected 
talks with Syria to begin some 
time this month — “on the assump- 
tion that Syria will not be able to 
have a completely isolated position 
on this prisoner question." 

(Israel insists that there can be 
no talks until Syria produces lists 
of the Israeli PoWs and allows Red 
Cross officials to visit them regular- 
ly.) 

Mr. Hban confirmed that he plan- 
ned to be in Washington in March 
for talks with U.S. Secretary Henry 
Kissinger on the next stage of the 
Geneva Conference. The visit was 
planned on the assumption that 
disengagement with both Egypt and 
Syria would have been effected by 
then, Mr. Eban explained. He sald 
there might be “other visits in this 
area before then.” 

Be said that while Egypt would 
prefer that Syria negotiate some 
agreement with Israel before Egypt 
itself proceeded further, he was 
“not certain that President Sadat 
will subordinate Egyptian interests 
entirely to what could be the cap- 
rice of Syria... If Egypt were to 
take that view then Egyptian sov- 


ereignty would have moved from 
Catro to Damascus.” 


Mr. Eban said that despite Egyp- 
tian press allegations of Israeli 
violations, the disengagement ag- 
reement with Egypt was in fact 
being carried out properly. “... I 
think both parties realize that the 
other party is cooperating and ful- 
filling the agreement,” he said. 

He said the agreement was “‘a 
test case, concerning the thesis and 
doctrine of Egypt's intentions... If 
the agreement works well this will 
have a profound psychological effect 
and therefore a profound political 
effect. It will create much greater 
credibility about the possibility and 
the pny ΟΣ signed agreements. 
On the other hand, if the agree- 
Ment does not work well then the 
contrary will be the case...” 

Mr. Eban said that Dr. Kissinger 
was “convinced... that the Egyp- 
tian President is resolved to co- 
operate in breaking away from the 
cycle of tension and war." Israel, 
while itself unable to judge this 
by direct contact, did see “evidence 
of the validity of Secretary Kiss- 
inger’s appraisal," Mr. Eban said, 
adding that the successful imple- 
mentation of the disengagement 
agreement would vindicate that ap- 
praisal, 

Mr. Eban declared his belief 
that compromise with Jordan was 
possible.

Gromyko, 
Hussein 
to U.S. 


WASHINGTON. — Diplomatic ac- 
tivity involving the Middle East 
aiickened kere om Friday with an- 
nouncements that Soviet Foreign 
Minister andrei Gromyko and King 
af Jordan will visit the 
ss week. The two will meet 
Separately with President Nixon, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
and other American officials. 

Gromyo arrives this afternson 
ani y for two days. U.S. 
offic: said the Soviet diplomat 
wit deal primarily with Middle East 
Matters but there are indications 
he may have something to say 
about Cuba. Gromyko is accompan- 
ying Soviet Cammunist Party lea- 
der Leonid Brezhnev on his current 
trip to Cuba. There is speculation 
that the Soviets are seeking to 
improve relations between Washing- 
ton and Havana. 

It will be the first time the So- 
viet Union has had direct contact 
with the americans since the Egyp- 
tian-Israeli disenzagement was 
reached last month. The Soviet at- 
titude to the accord has been cau- 
tious, although Brezhnev described 
ik as ἃ posal’: sie" Ἢ evans 
last week. 

The announced agenda of Gromy- 
o's discussions with Nixon and 
Kissinger includes "U-S.-Soviet rela- 
tions as well as international issues 
of mutua! interest" to the two coun- 
tries, . 

It was considered likely Nixon‘s 
scheduled trip to Moscow would 
also be discussed. The President ac- 
cepted an invitation from Brezhnev 
when the Soviet leader vistted Wash- 
ington last June to come to Moscow 
some time in 1974, 


JORDANIAN TALKS 


Hussein's visit is listed as private, 
but he will meet with Nixon on 
February 8 as well as with Kis- 
singer. U.S. officials say the dis- 
cussions will focus on the issue of 
the West Bank, new American mili- 
tary and economic aid to Jordan 
and the status of Jerusalem. 

Hussein was last in Washington 
on February 7, 1973, and met with 
Kissinger two weeks ago when the 
Secretary of State was in Jordan. 
He is at present in Britain. 

Kissinger and Nixon have said in 
Tezent days that the Arab ΟἹ} em- 
bargo should be lifted soon, and the 
President said he was assured of this 
possibility by leaders of friendly 
Middle East governments. 

State Department sources said on 
Friday that King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia was the one who gave Nixon 
the assurances, However, Arab news- 
papers have cast doubt on Nixon's 
assessment in recent commentaries.

Five Lillehammer defendants 
jailed, one is acquitted 


OSLO. — A Norwegian court on 
Friday jailed five. of six Jews ac- 
eused of Pe Nags in ound 
chine; ‘fling of a suspected Aral 
ΠΕΡῚ in Lillehammer last July. 

The five defendants, including two 
Israelis, were sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from one year to 5ig 
years, The sixth, an Israeli, was 
acquitted, 

All six were charged with aiding 
and abetting in the murder of Ah- 
med Bouchiki, a Moroccan waiter, 
last July 21, Bouchiki was gunned 
down by shots from 2 car on a 
atreet in Lillehammer. The prose- 
cution blamed the killing of Bouchi- 
ki on the Israeli Mossad intelligence 
service but said Mossad had mis- 
taken him for somebody else. 

The prosecution also claimed that 
the six were members of a 15- 
strong band of Israelis and Jewish 
sympathizera who had tracked the 
Moroccan down to the holiday re- 
sort, 

The six — among them two wom- 
had been in custedy six 


chiki, who was riddled with 13 
bullets by two men who have been 
since sought by Interpol. 


Two of the accused — 26-year-old 
Sylvia Rafael of South Africa, and 
Abraham Gehmer, 36, former first 
azecretary of the Israel Embassy in 
Paris, were found guilty of compli- 
city In tthe murder, espionage on 
behalf of Israel and entering Nor- 
way on forged passports, They were 
each jailed for five and a half 
years. 

Danish-born Dan Arbel], 27, was 
jalled for five years for complicity 
in the murder; Swedish-born Ethel 
Marianne Gladnikiv, 30, was sen- 
tenced to 2! years for espionage 
and negligent manslaughter; and 
Zvi Steimberg, a 36-year-old Israeli, 
was sentenced to 8: year's jail for 
esplonage. The sixth, Michael Dorf, 
27, another Israeli, was acquitted. 

The prosecution had demanded 
sentences of up to nine years’ jail 
for the accused. 

Sylvia Rafael, looking attractive 
in a smart brown tailored suit and 
careful makeup, appeared unmoved 
by the sentence. In court to hear 
the verdict were her mother and 


Gehmer seemed similarly unaffect- 
ed, but Arbel collapsed in apparent 
despair. Steinberg and Dorf em-

Defence counsel for Arbel later 
sald he would likely appeal against 
the sentence which in his view was 
“too massive.”

The Norwegian Foreign Ministry 
had said some of the defendants 
admitted that their purpose in Nor- 
way was to prevent Palestinian ter- 
rorist attacks on Israelis, 

“The court agrees with the prose- 
eution in that this case must be 
seen in the barkground of the 
Middle East," presiding judge Er- 
ling Haugen said in reading his 
judgement. “The defendants  re- 
Rarded themselves as om ἃ mission 
to help their country and, conse- 
quently, they felt they could not 
turn down the request when asked 
to go," Haugen said. He added that 
the court had chosen ta accept 
this as mitigating circumstances 
when passing sentence, 

“At the same time, it is quite 
elear that we cannot accept guer- 
rilla actions on Norwegian soil, re- 
gardless against whom the action 
is directed and who perpetrated it.”

Canali clearing 
UN: 3rd Army thinning out

The Egyptian Government yesterday said it has ordered the im 
mediate clearing of a 12-kms, stretch of the Suez Cana] north οἱ 
the city of Suez as a first step towards reopening of the waterway. 
The government said that this had been the stretch from which 
the Israel forces have already pulled back — an indication that 
Cairo would seek to reopen the Canal for traffic as early as the dis- 
emgagement of forces permits this. 


Cairo said that the initial clearing 
of the southern part i 
would be conducted αἱ 
Dilitation of Suez which was last 
week freed from a three-month 
Israeli siege as the first part of 
the disengagement was carried out. 

The Egyptian emphasis on the 
effort to “restore normalization” 
along the Suez Canal area coincided 
with a U.N, statement in Cairo yes- 
terday that both Israei and Egypt 
were proceeding with the redeploy- 
ment of their forces under the dis- 
engagement agreement. 

In a statement issued followinz 
ἃ Cabinet meeting, the government 
said the rehabilitation of the Suez 
area would mark the first stage of 
&@ spectacular development scheme 
aimed at reconstructing the Canal 
zone, especially the major cities of 
Port Said, Ismailiya and Suez. 

The Egyptian Government indics- 
ted that the launching of a full-scale 
development scheme along the Suez 
Canal would begin some 10 days 
after the completion of the disen- 
gagement on March 5, by which 
date the Israeli and Egyptian forces 
would have taken up their limited 
military presence pbehird a Unef 
controlled buffer zone some 20 kms. 
east of the Suez Canal. 


INT'L TALKS 

Cairo’s planning of the waterway 
reconstruction paralielled large-scale 
negotiations the Egyptian govern- 
ment is having with various inter- 
national circles for the financing 
project. 

The statement issued yesterday 
by the Unef spokesmen in Cairo, 
Rudolf Stajduhar, was the first οἵ: 
ficlal confirmation that the Egyp- 
tians have begun thinning out their 
Third Army in accordance with the 
disengagement’s first stage due to 


be completed tomorrow, 

Although signs of Egypiian re- 
deployment on both sides of the 
Canai’s scuthern end could be wit- 
messed on the Israel side, Cairo's 
slaim of its commitments under ihe 
Gilat stage can be verified only to- 
morrow evening. The completion of 
this stage would signal the start cf 
another phase on Tuesday morning, 
marking 2 progress in the {mple- 
mentation of the d¢dlengagemenc 
procedure under which Israel would 
evacuate the western bank by 
February 21, Zgypt weuld reduce 
its forces cm the eaatern bank from 
35me 76,000 trosps and 700 tanks 
to 7,000 sronps und 20 tanks, and 
shen the complete separation of 
forces hy a Unef-contrciied buffer 
zone by March 5,

The only time Heykal accepted 
@ government post was shortly be- 
fore the death of President Abdul 
Nasser in 1870 when he was named 
Minister of National Guidance and 
Information. Heykal quit that job 
when Sadat took over power in 
-October of that year. 

Cairo radio over the weekend sald 
that Sadat has ordered the change 
at “Al-Ahram” in his capacity as 
chairman of the Arab Socialist 
Union, the state party which owns 
the nationalized newspaper. 

Officially, the implication was 

that the move fs part of Sadat’s 
current government reorganization 
which ts expected to lead to the 
formation of a new cabinet headed 
by Finance Minister Abdul-Aziz 
Hegazy. 
But even \f this was the real in- 
tention, the post of presidential ad- 
viser appears bound to be over- 
shadowed by the functions of two 
top official spokesman, Ahmed Anis 
and Tahsin Bashir, both of whom 
are known for their loyalty to Sa- 
dat and their hostility to Heykal. 
Heykal’s sudden removal from 
Al-Ahram" coincided with the pub- 
lication of his weekly Friday 
“Frankly Speaking’ column which 
this week sharply criticized the 
Middle East policy of the U.S. with 
which Sadat is now cooperating. 

Furthermore, Heykal's removal 
from “Al-Ahram” follows the re- 
cent amnesty Sadat granted to 
Mustafa Amin and Aly Amin, the 
prominent Egyptian editor brothers, 
who were persecuted during Nas-

Chiefs of Staff, Yitzhak Rabin and 
Haim BarsLev, joined in rebuttal 
of his charges. At the same time, 
Sharon himself once more went on 
the air, claiming that be had no 
other recourse than voicing his 
complaints in public, since his 
superiors in the army had refused 
to take up issues he thought were 
vital for Israel's defence. 

In another radio interview yes- 
terday, Sharon was taken to task 
by Health Minister Victor Shemtov 
of Mapam, who said his talk of “a 
victorious army and a defeated 
Government” posed a threat to the 
future of Israel’s democracy. “This 
is not a ‘war of the generals,’ but 
one aluf fighting against his com- 
rades-in-earms," Mr. Shemtov said, 
stressing that this was the first 
time in the history of the Israel 
Defence Forces that an aluf had 
admitted publicly to having defied 
orders from his superiors. 

He predicted that a special in- 
quiry or an investigating officer 
appointed by the army would take 
up the charges and counter- 
charges by both former 0.C. South. 
ern Command Aluf Shmuel Gonen. 
and Sharon. The Government would 
then have to decide what steps to 
take, Shemtov said. 

OPPOSITION 

In an article published on Friday 
in “Davar" and “Yediot Abaronot,” 
Rav-Aluf (Res.) Haim Bar-Lev re- 
futed Sharon’s charges that “poli- 
teal appointments" in the army 
began during his tenure as Chief 
of Staff (from 1968-1972). 

Bar-Lev, who is now Minister of 
Commerce and Industry and a lead- 
ing member of the Labour Party, 
recalled that three alufim who served 
under him—Ezer Weizman, Shiomo 
Lehat (newly elected Tel Aviv 
Mayor on the Likud ticket) and 
Sharon — had joined the opposi- 
tion Gahal party. 

As to Sharon's charges of “stag- 
nation” in the army’s battle doc- 
trines, Bar-Lev said that although 
he did not share this assessment, 
if it were true, Sharon himself was 
as much to blame as other senior 
commanders. He pointed out that 
Sharon headed for some three 
years the army's Training Com- 
mand, which is responsible for the 
ongoing process of studying and 
revising battle doctrines and seeing 
to their proper adaptation by the 
various branches of the army.

Arik Sharon defied orders by 
the Chief of Staff, at least once 
before. It was in October 1956 
during the Sinai campaign, The 
Chief of Staff was Moshe Da- 
yan, and Sharon was the com- 
mander of a paratrooper unit 
that had been dropped at Nakhle, 
east of the Mitla pass. 

After Sharon's request to ad- 
vance towards the Mitla and at- 
tack the Egyptian positions was 
refused. he asked for and was 
granted to send in. a small re- 
connaissance unit. But instead 
he made a reconnaissance “in 
force" with a full-fledged battle 
unit which was pinned down for 
seven hcurs by the heavily armed 
Egyptian positions entrenched 
on ‘beth sides of the narrow pass. 
The unauthorized attack cost the 
lives of 38 paratroopers and 120 
wounded, 

Detalls of the operation were 
described in Dayan’s “Sinai 
Diary," published in 1965, and 
brought about a public rebuttal 
by Sharon at the time, although 
Dayan did ust mention him by 
name. 

Dayan was accused of having 
been too lenient with the para- 
troopers and of failing to take 
action against Sharon for dis- 
obeying orders. 


paratroopers and other special com- 
Mando units, depriving them of 
their prestige in the army. He re- 
called that he had appointed three 
senior paratrooper commanders to 
top command posts: Motta Gur, 
Yitzhak Hofi and Sharon himself. 


As to Sbaron’s claim that the 
defence doctrine on the Suez Canal 
front, based on a line along the 
waterway, was basically wrong, 
Bar-Lev asked why then Sharon 
agreed to head the Southern Com- 
mand. 

In an interview that appeared on 
Friday in “Yediot Aharonot,” form- 
er Chief of Staff Yitzhak Rabin 
said that “nothing can excuse the 
violation of a legitimate military 
order, even on the part of a gifted 
officer." He said that Sharon was 
unusual both in the way he rose 
in the ranks and in his special con- 
cept of battle doctrines. It was a 
good thing that senior army com- 
manders differed in their schools of 


thought, Rabin held, even if excep- 


tional types sometimes create dif- . _ 


ficulties. 


Rabin recommended adoption of ~ 


a law that would prohibit high- 
ranking military commanders from 
entering polities for a two-year 
period after leaving the forces. 
Urgent steps in this direction had 
to be taken, in view of the recent 
“erosion of the dividing line be- 
tween the army and politics,” he 
held. He had high praise for Chief 
of Staff Blazar, who was 2 “solid 
rock in the defence establishment 
during the first. most difficult days 
of the October war, in his cool 
judgement and sober assessment of 
what was happening on the front." 

Answerlng questions from -the 
Liberal Party’s younger leadership 


in Tel Aviv, Mr. Sharon on Friday “i 


reiterated his call to shake up the 
army and the defence estabish- 
ment. He agreed that It was prefer- 
able to fight inside the army for 
changes. “But the main problem iz 


the subject matter, not the atyle.” 


START OF WAR 
“So many livea hang in the bai- 
anec.. Our very survival is at 
Stake... There are things demanding 
immediate attention in the arny 
and the defence establishment. I 
don’t w'sh to cast aspersions on 
cemmanders. But what is needed 
is a mighty shaking up that we 
have not had before, if we don’t 
want to face the same situaticn 85 
during the Yom Kippur War. I tried 
to do it inside and failed.” - 

In an apparent reference to former 
O.C. Southern Command, Aluf Shl>- 
mo Gonen, Sharon said, “I would 
not adwise filing’ a complaint about 
my war report... He started submit- 
ting ccmplaints from the start of 
the war — that’s how he conducted 
it and that’s how it turned cut...”. 

Denying he was conducting a 
personal fight, Sharcn sald it was 
high time defence matters were 
cpened for public debate “becausc 
inside nothing can be done. I am 
sorry that these days they are not 
dealing with the actual problems, 
but instead tackle the side issues, 
of what I sald, how I said it and 
to whom... it would be beneficial if 
defence matters were subject. to 
greater public supervisien. of course 
as long as no one reveals military 
zeorers.” 

Speaking of the significance ot 
the Jatest withdrawal, Sharon said: 
“Israel cn the closed canal is an 
international factor, while’ Israel 
with its line In Sinai reverts to 
Israel as it was before with a blg- 
ger Negev." To Sharon's mind, the 
US. Administration is divided on 
this matter, affording Israel a brcad 
margin for manoeuvring. He held 
that Israel received a much lower 
return within the disengagement 
agreement for all the inherent 
dangers In the new situation than 
could have been won.

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Five killed as Izmir 
hit by earthquake 


T2MIR (AP). — A strong egrth- 
quake hit this Aegean port city on 
Friday, killing two persons and 
seriously injuring a dozen more, of- 
ficialg said, Police said three more 
persons died in traffic accidents 
stemming from the quake. 

Yzamir’s mayor, Thsan Awyanak, 
said it wag “pure good fortune” 
that the quake, which registered 5.2 
on the Richter scale, was not a 
catastrophe. 

However, a sehool teacher and 
his wife died in the ring of their 
second floor apartment, Their son 
was among the injured. 

Awyanak said 800 houses were 
structurally damaged and man 
more had broken windows, Most of 
the damaged houses were old build- 
ings in a suburb in eastern Izmir 
where most foreign residents live. 

Almost all the residents of this 
elty of over one million rushed into 
the streets when the quake hit δὲ 
2 am, One woman was struck by 


a taxi and killed as she ran from 
her home in penic. 

Families with cars drove from 
the city at top speed, traffic police 
sald. They said there were a record 
number of trafic acidents with an- 
other two fatalities, Many streets 
were darkened by cut power Hnes. 

Awyanak said he was awakened 
by what he first thought were “low- 
flying jets.”

With the ald of the transmission 
electron microscope and the Uni- 
versity’s recently-acquired scanwing 
electron microscope, Mr. Tan Sho- 
mer ig studying the influence of dif- 
ferent methods of freezing and can- 
ning on citrus fruit segments. His 
work is done under the supervision 
of Prof. Abraham Fahn, Hebrew 
University Professor of Botany, 
and Dr. Ittamar Ben-Gera, of the 

tural Research Organization's 
Voleani Centre. 

Unlike fruits such as peaches and 
plums, citrus fruits tend to disinte- 
grate when they are canned or fro- 
zen, The vesicles (juice sacs) break 
apart from one another, making the 
fruit unattractive and unsuitable for 
marketing. Until now, no one has 
known why this occurs or how to pre- 
vent it. The percentage of fruit seg- 
ments rendered unusable may reach 
as high as 50 per cent, resulting in 
a tremendous loss each year to the 
industry. 

The research team has discovered 
that the citrus vesicles secrete 2 wax 
which binds them to one another. 
Scientists have long been aware that 
many fruits secrete from itheir 
peels a wax which acts as a water 
repellent and helps to protect the 
fruit. But researchers were unaware 
that wax is also produced by the 
internal structures of some fruits. 


The wax which binds citrus ves- 
icles melts at a temperature of 50- 


. 70°C, which is lower than the tem- 


peratures reached in the canning 
process. This is the reason, according 
to Mr. Shomer, why canned icftrus 
tends to disintegrate, Heat is also 
appHed in the process of peeling 
the fruit segments for deep-freezing. 
Some freezing agents have the prop- 
erty of dissolving the binding wax.

They 
make him rather than the vast and in 
tricate military machine the focal point, 
Nevertheless, if one depersonalizes the 
charges they supply material for thought. 
strictures centre on army appoinit- 
ent policy, combat doctrine, management 
of the October war and relations between 
the field commander and headquarters: 

He claims that with the tenure of Haim 
Bar-Lev as Chief of Staff, officers began to 
be appointed to high position for reasons 
other than merit. This meant “politiciza- 
tion,” factionalism and the rise of unimagi- 
native and unworthy commanders. 

This also coincided with a pronounced 
shift in doctrine away from reliance on 
daring and ingenious tactics, especially in 
deft use of elements like the paratroopers, 
towards reliance on brute force, as em~- 
bodied in the tank and the airplane. 

The October war, he contends, was mis- 
managed almost throughout. In the be- 
ginning the forces in Sinai were not de- 
ployed to stem -Egyptian attack and not 
ordered to deploy. When telling counter- 
attack was possible, he was held back by 
the High Command, which was conceptually 
rigid, unable to perceive and plan combined 
movements of forces larger than divisional 
level. Instead of a concentrated multi-divi- 
gional counterattack at a single point and 
an early Canal crossing, the High Com- 
mand split its forces, waited, and when 
the Canal crossing finally came, ran out 
of the time needed for a decisive military 
victory. 

Orders to field commanders often re- . 
flected lack of familiarity with precise 
battle conditions. That was because the 
headquarter generals, with the exception of 
Moshe Dayan, did not visit the fleld, (Sha- 
ron by extolling Dayan’s physical courage 
implies that others acted from fear.) Since 
some orders were stupid he refused them, 
for the sake of his men's welfare. 

Now, in general, politicization of an army 
can mean two things — that politicians 
intervene In what are properly professional 
military matters, or that: generals inter- 
vene in what are purely political matters. 
The first type of intervention corrupts the 
army, the second endangers a free society. 

Yet since the democratic state means 
civillan supervision of the army but also 
requires taking counsel of the army, the 
‘ime between the army and politics especial- 
ly in war is more easily stated than drawn. 
No country has solved the problem cleanly. 
Churchill in World War Two, like Johnson 
in Vietnam, directed field operations beyond 
the limits of supervision which generals 
are trained to expect; MacArthur in Korea 
pursued a strategy at odds with the poli- 
tical aim pursued by Truman.

At 830 am. the Syrian opened 
tank and artillery fire at an Is- 
raeli patrol in the Tel Shams area, 
the spokesman said. “Our forces 
returned fire and the Syrian guns 
were silenced at 12.30 p.m.” 

Another exchange of fire began 
at 4.30 p.m. when the shell- 
ed Israeli forces in the northern and 


southern sectors. Fire was exchang- 
ed intermittently for nearly four 
hours, the spokesman said. 

An army radio commentator said 
there to be no comman 
denominator to the Syrian firings 
during the past week, other than 
that all appeared restricted in scope, 
despite Damascus’ claims of large- 
scale clashes with heavy casualties. 
He ssid Israel was adopting a 
policy of speedy reaction to Syrian 
shelling, while taking care not to 
escalate the clashes. 

In Damascus, Reuter reported a

Sapir puts off ‘Who-Is-A-Jew’ 
as last issue in coalition talks

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minisier 
Pinhas Sapir last night said he 
wants to settle all other issues in 
the coalition talks before tackling 
the contentious “Who's a Jew” issue. 
Mr. Sapir, who heads the Align- 
ment negotiating team, told the 
Alingment’s potential partners—NRP 
and ILP — that he hoped to iron 
out the differences within the 15 
days left to Premier Meir in her 
first bid to form her fourth Cabinet. 
She is allowed to ask the President 
for e second spell of 21 days under 

the law. 

By his move, Mr, Sapir sid2- 
stepped an ΝῈΡ bid to bog down 
5 coalition negotiation ses- 
sion with the “Who's a Jew" issue. 
NRP Secretary Zvi Bernstein inter- 
rupted Mr. Sapir when the Minister 
opened the meeting. by asking for 
reports from the sub-committees, 
and demanded that they discuss his 
5 demand to amend the Law 
of Return in keeping with Orthodox 
precepts. This is opposed firs: by 
the Alignment, more by the ILP 
and most by the Citizens' Rights 

Movement. 


DELAYING TACTICS

The negotiators are also work- 
ing on a special section aimed at 
keeping polities out of the army, 
and legislation may be proposed 
fixing a two-year minimum between 
the time an officer leaves the army 
and enters politics, plus a ban on 
the call-up of politicians to reserve 
duty.

The latter 
will affect hot lunch programmes 
which many cities provide for un- 
der-privileezd chlidren. 

The rises will inevitably also 
bring wage increases for municipal 
employees.

WASHINGTON. — The only Jesuit 
on Mr. Nixon's staff has called on 
the only Jesuit in Congress to dis- 
quality himself from the impeach- 
ment proceedings because of his 
hostility towards the President. 
Representative Robert Drinan, a 
Democratic member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, has introduced 
an impeachment resolution againat 
‘Mr. Nixon. Now Dr. John McLaugh- 
lin, deputy special assistant to the 
President, and 2a White House 
speech-writer, has issued a statement 
saying that it would be a “rape of 
juStice"” for Drinan to sit in a ju- 
dicial position on 2 body judging 
evidence relating to the guilt or 


iamocence of Mr. Nixon. “He has the 
open-mindedness that ... the San- 
hedrin had towards Christ." 


Drinan declined to comment on 
McLoughlin’s statement, 


In another Watergate develop-~ 
ment, a poll made public on Satur~- 
day said that nearly two-thirds of 
Americans consider themselves “cri- 
tics of President Nixon.” According 
to the poll, carried out for the 
American Civil Liberties Union in 
December, 36 per cent of those 
surveyed considered themselves 
“strong critics” of the President 
and 27 per cent said they were 
“moderate critics.” (UPI,AP)

for U.S.’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI). Sen 
Barry Goldwater said yesterday 
that Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer had told him there would 
be tests of strength as to how far 
the U.S. was willing to go to pro- 
tect its interests and those of its 
allies. 


‘Goldwater, 


an Arizona Republi- 


can, sald Kissinger had said these tel 


tests would not be only from the 
Soviets but from every little coun- 
try in the world. 


Goldwater, in an interview with 
“U.S. News and World Report,” 
did not elaborate but said it was 
high time for the U.S. to rearm 
to avoid getting pulled into a third 
world war. 


“We have not spent enough money 
to rearm ourselves, The Soviet 
Union was ahead of the U.S., and 
“if we continue to remain No. 2... 
we will no longer be leader of the 
world. 

“Now, the world has to have a 
leader. So there will be a war to 
decide who's going to be that leader, 
and the war wiil be between Red 
China and Russia. We'll be right 
back in it on the side of Russia, 
and it will be called World War OL 

“That's my worry — that we're 

geting sucked slowly into a world 
situation that’s going to result in 
war.” 
SHARES, — Kuwait has decided 
to raise its shares in a new Arab- 
African development bank and deve- 
lopment fund to make a total of 
$50m.

Bid to end 
U.S. road 


violence 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
US. Government has called on state 
governors to help restore order on 
the highways and end a strike ‘by 
100,000 independent lorry drivers 
which, it says, poses a serious threat 
to America’s economic well-being 
and safety. 


The appeal was contained in a 
legram sent to 50 state executives 
by the head of the Federal Energy 
Office, William Simon, and three 
cabinet officers — Labour Secretary 
Peter Brennan, Attorney-General 
William Saxbe and Transportation 
Secretary Claud Brinegar. 


The independent driver-owners 
went on strike last week in protest 
against the increased price of diesel 
fuel, which has more than doubled 
to 50 cents a gallon in eight months, 
and the mandatory reduction in 
speed limits on highways from about 
110 kilometres an hour to 90, 


The drivers also want the gov- 
ernment to increase road-haulage 
rate to offset the rising cost. 


Natlopal guardsmen have ‘been 
called out in three states — Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, and Florida — to 
help curb violent clashes between 
strikers and lorry-owners who are 
still working. Ten other States have 
also reported violence, In many 
cases drivers have been hauled 
from their vehicles and beaten up. 

Ten state governors were due to 
meet in Washington yesterday with 
the heads of 14 independent lorry- 
drivers’ organizations to try to 
reach an agreement on bringing an 
end to the strike. The emergency 
conference was also to be attended 
by Mr, Simon.

The contents of a joint state 
ment, signed on Saturday night fol- 
lowing talks between the two lead- 
ers, will not be made public until 
Brezhnev has returned to Moscow. 
It will probably be published simul- 
taneously in the Soviet and Cuban 
capitals on Tuesday. 

Most observers in Havana believe 
that the talks between Castro and 
Brezhnev will result in a ‘urther 
alignment by Cuba to Soviet foreign 
policy and a ‘strengthening of re- 
lations between the two countries.

This would 
be a boon to exports of phosphates 
and potash, two commodities in 
which Israel was a major supply 
factor and which have begun to 
command appreciable higher prices 
on the world market. Eilat port now 
handles 10 per cent of the country’s 
total export volume, according ‘to 
Mr. Talbar. 


First nonstop flight 
_ from “Peking to Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP). — Despite the dec- 
line in Soviet-Chinese political re- 
lations, the Soviet Union improved 
its air services between the two na- 
tions yesterday with the inaugura- 
tion of the first non-stop flight be- 
tween Peking and Moscow. 

A terse report from the govern- 
Ment news agency, Tass, said an 
Dyushin 62 jet, the largest in the 
Soviet commercial air fleet, left the 
Chinese capital yesterday morning 
for Moscow. 


‘Use of the IL-82, which normally 
fies on Aeroflot’s long-range inter- 
national routes, precludes the ne- 
cessity of a refueling stop in the 
Siberian city of Irkutsk, some 1,700 
km. northwest of Peking. 


For those who don't like flying, 
there is the trans-Siberia “express” 
train from Moscow to Irkutsk and 
a change for the southern leg 
through Mongolia to Peking. The 
train route stretches 8,900 km. and 
takes one week. 

Tass gave no further details and 
it was not known what prompted 
the Soviets to establish the non- 
stop air link with Peking.

Pay cuts to stay on. Britain deliber- 
ately cut down its coal mines dur- 
ing the era of cheap oll, 

All that has changed since Octo- 
ber with the fourfold increase in 
Arab oil prices, 

For the first time, Britain can 
So longer afford to import more 
oil to run power stations while the 
coal miners strike, The miners are 
exploiting this fact to the full. 

Today the average coal miner's 
weekly output costs the National 
Coal Board $172. It would take 48 
barrels of ὉΠ to produce the same 
amomnt of heat, but the cost of 
the ofl is nearly three times high- 
er at $550, 

Miners’ leaders say they cannot 
understand how the government is 
Prepared to pay huge oil prices de- 
Teanded by the Arabs, while refus- 
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ing to pay the “living wages" de- 
magnded ‘by British workers in state- 
run coal mines. 

The miners have demanded raises 
of $17.60 to $28.20 ἃ week, which 
comes to 2 20 per cent increase in 
some cases. The government calls 
this impossible. Ir has offered the 
maximum under inflation controls,
